Trunk highways in Minnesota have 
returned to somewhere near. normal.

Discusses Means to Bet- 


Automobiles could be driven with 
more security and traffic accidents re 
duced appreciably if psaycology were 
employed in testing applicants for 
drivers’ licenses, according to Prof. 
Sheperd I. Franz, head of the psychol- 
ogy department of the University of 
California. ~ 

‘Psychological aspects of modern traf- 
fic and traffic accidents were discussed 
before a gathering of automobile men 
by Dr. Franz recently in Los Angeles. 
“ Psychology can be employed to de- 
termine the faculties, or lack of them, 
that make a careful or a reckless 
driver, or to discover whether the ap- 
plicant is equipped temperamentally to 
meet emergencies in traffic,” said Dr. 


“Some people are so constructed 
that they will never be competent to 
act correctly in a sudden emergency. 
These people are dangerous in traffic 
crises. Certain tests can be devised to 
reveal characteristics in men or 
women that make them unfit for a 
driver's license. 

“Other tests than those now in use 
should be employed in determining 
whether a person has been rendered 
unfit to drive by the use. of 4lcohol. 
Some people are utterly incapacitated 
by one drink of intoxicating liquor, 
while others can drive capably r

Blanching Asparagus. 

Blanching the asparagus after washing it in cold water: 
freshen it pon Om but we advocate the blanching because cultivanes 
asparagus comes up through heavy compost — used to rugh i 
growth—and since the tips are peculiarly fitted to carry up tha 
compost, and retain it within the mass of scales at the tips, thi 
vegetable always needs sterilizing in boiling water. 

Prepare the stems by washing and scraping off the hard scajes 


that have separated from the spear, but not the soft ones. Ties 


pour boiling water over the. whole, let it stand three or four mig. 
utes, pour it off, rinse the asparagus thoroughly in cold water, thes 
cook—always in some gentle way. It is always safest to take of 
a tiny bit of a tip that does not look, exceedingly fresh to see tha 
all is safe and green behind the scales. 


Dry Steaming Asparagus 

Choose a double boiler, the inner kettle of which holds a fig. 
over two and a half quarts when it is even full of water. After 
all the preliminary work of preparing the asparagus has been done 
‘cut off enough of the stump ends of the spears so that each egy 
stand straight in the inner kettle without touching the cover, 

Gather up the spears in a bunch, stand them in the boiler, and 
steam for three-fourths of an hour, or until tender. _ :

Few incentives to excellent living 
are more powerful than the trust in- 
vested in a husband by his wife and 
vice Versa, and the desire of honorable 
men and women to be worthy of it, 
Working together properly in an 
terprise of high consequence keeps 
minds of the partners healthy, obliges 
them to see big things big and little 
things small, and enables them to be-

Responsibility Evokes the Finest. 

Where the radicals who advocate 
compagnionate or other kinds of lightly 
entered union are wrong, the author 
argues with the query: “ What man- 
ner of being is more likely to be culti- 
vated by holding responsibilitiés sa- 
eredly or lightly?"’

Think of the long, arduous hours of 
school with intensive study that even 
very little children have to endure in 
some of the European countries— 
where their nerves and general health 
are often seriously impaired because 
of the lack of freedom and fresh air 
and exercise. 

- Where illiteracy isn't rife, the other 

extreme—excessive study—seems to be 
the rule. What a punishment for live- 
ly young things! And think of the 
many countries of the world where 
child labor is taken as a matter of 
course. What a contrast to the lives 
of the children of America! 


Our Ideals Are High. 

Not that these instances are meant 
to imply that all children in every 
other nation in the world are either 
overworked or neglected. But on the 
whole, our own observations and what 
the strangers within our gates have 
io say of American children force us 
‘to the conclusion that American chil- 
dren are pretty lucky youngsters com- 
pared with the children of the rest of 
the work. We make many mistakes 
and we know it, but we don’t do so 
very badly when you realize that: 

We have to begin at the very be- 
ginning, extensive campaigns for in- 
forming women on prenatal care, and 
visiting nurses, milk stations, and free 
medical attention for the babies after 
they are born. 

We have high ideals of conduct and 
expect both girls and boys to have a 
single standard of morality. 

We are progressing fast with our 
child labor laws. 

We take it upon ourselves to see 
that all children have schooling. 

We educate our children, but not at 
the expense of their health. 

We keep tabs on their physical 
condition. 

We have children’s courts and big 
brothers and sisters, who for the love 
of children, not for pay, assist the 
court.

HEN Goold Brown in his “ Grammar of Grammars * 
[18547 quoted Dryden as saying “Captain, yourse:f 
are the fittest to live and reign not over, but next 
and immediately under the people,” he caw nothing 
amiss in such a use of “over” and “under.”

HE public takes its radio more 
seriously in Great Britain than 
in any other place in the world. 
The daily prints devote lengthy 
space to unimportant treatises 
on the sitting poses of musicians 
while they are broadcasting and such 
like. They are more systematic but 
less spectacular than we are in this 
whoopie land. | 
The American public ceased mar- 
veling at the radio a few years ago, 
but in England the radio publications 
still gasp at broadcasting efforts that 
would elicit only a yawn from our 
fans. We Americans accept causally 
the nationwide hookups and the as- 
tounding broadcasts of the Lindbergh 
reception, the World Series, the Ken- 
tucky Derby and the national political 
conventions. 
The British Broadcasting corpora- 
tion has published a bulky handbook 
for its listeners, and it is interesting 
to read parts of it, contrasting their 
methods with ours. The announcer 
at the sports events is called ‘the 
commentator.” | 
The book says: “ Running commen- 
taries fall easily under two different 
headings—Sporting and purely De- 
scriptive. However great his tech- 
nical knowledge, the sporting com- 
mentator has no easy task before 
him, and experts in the Racing, Foot- 
ball and Cricket worlds have confessed 
without shame after their first broad- 
cast that the preceding night had 
found them distressfully wakeful.. In 
addition to expert knowledge, the 
sporting commentator must also obvi- 
ously have a good voice and a great 
fluency. His thoughts must transpose 
themselves into words accurately and 
easily. He must: have a knack of 
selecting. from the mass of material 
that flashes into his mind through the 
medium of his eyes those things which 
are most pertinent to a clear narra- 
tive of the game in progress, There 
is obviously no time to turn into 
words every movement on the foot-

|Lessons in Bridge | 


If you think skill in play wili make 
for lack of knowledge of 

nal biddjng, keep on paying the 
penalty “and, in addition thereto, lose 
many invitations to functions where 
the Dliss of ignorance is barred by 
the wise. 

A littl pamphiet of half a dozen 
pages, each no larger than a playing 
card, would tell you the bidding story 
and you could absorb it in an hour 
and increase your own joy as well 
as that of your friends. 

| 

However, bid of one is or should be 
primarily for information to partner 
and should tell just one story and 
what that story fs has been largely 
told in preceding articles. 

It sometimes happens that a player 
has two suits in his hand, either of 
which justify an original bid. 
“designating such suit as trump. If 
only one suit is shown in the bidding 
a game hand may be overlooked. ‘To 
show both suits to the best advantage 
requires the original bid he made in 
the higher valued suit firet. For ex- 
ample: Holding A, K, Q, 6 and 4 of 
clubs, and K, Q, 8, 6, 4 of spades. bid 
the spades first. If adversaries over- 
bid and partner supports the spade: 
the clubs may never be shown, but 
if partner passes after an intermediate 
bid by opponent, then bid the clubs. 
This permits partner, with or withou’ 
an intervening bid, to elect without in- 
creasing the bidding, whether his hand 
fits elubs or spades as trumps. 

If, however, the dealer has opened 
the bidding, we'll say, with one dita- 
mond and second hand bas origine! 
bid strength in clubs and spades, the 
reverse policy should be pursued, ‘and 
the clubs should be bid the first round 
and spades the second round. 

Trying this out will shcw that no 
“matter whether the bidding goes two 
rounds or more a gain results from 
pursuing this policy, unlesa, as some- 
times happens, the original bidder does 
not pursue the bidding anc no chance 
is given. to show the spade suit. It 
will be found, however, that in the ma- 
jority of instances it will work out ad- 
vantageously.

} on his last trip he was selected chief 
naturalist of an expedition to Alaska 
for:-a survey to laying a telegraph 
'to connect Siberia with America. e 
natural history work was under the 
direction of the Smithsonian institu- 
tion and the Chicago Academy of Sci- 
ences. Mr. Kennicott was given the 
post because he was the only Ameri- 
can naturalist who had any knowledge 
of the region. While in Alaska he 
was notified of his selection as the 
first director of the academy, of which 
he was one of the founders. He was 
the discoverer of Kennicott mountain. 
Mr. Kennicott was noted also for 
his natural history accomplishments 
in the Chicago area. He was one of 
the first naturalists to work in this 
region, and his books on the subject 
were among the earliest fublished. 
His’ collections included many un- 
known birds of’ North America. One 
Alaskan bird, now known as Kenni- 
cott’s warbler, was named after him.

The Museum Exhibit. 


the museum includes Carolina paro- 
quets, similar to ones taken by the 
doctor in the Chicago region, but now 
practically extinct; an Eskimo curlew, 
one of the rarest of North American 
species to be found in museums, but 
recorded by Mr. Kennicott as common 
70 years ago; passenger pigeons, now 
extinct, but fairly numerous in 1863 
when he collected them; a beaver 
common in Illinois in those days, but 
now virtually vanished from the state, 
and two species of ducks still common 
in Alaska and this region, maps of the 
scenes of his Alaskan activities and 
articles of attire deposited with the 
museum by his relatives.

M useum Show 
Honors Early 
Chicago Hero 


Robert Kennicott Exhibit 
in Lincoln Park. 


N old muzzle loading shotgun, 
some sealskin parkas, snow 
shoes, a few yellowed docu- 
ments, some photographs, spe- 
cimeng of wild life, and a few Es- 
kimo implements—a meager collection, 
but eloquent in its tale of heroism— 
has been placed on exhibition in the 
free museum of the Chicago Academy 
of Sciences in Lincoln park in tribute 
to the memory of Robert Kennicott, 
first director of the museum. The 


exhibit also commemmorates the 7ist 


anniversary of the founding of the 
academy. 

Just 62 years ago, on May 13, 1866, 
Mr. Keénnicott's body was found on the 
banks of the Nualo river, 600 miles 
north of the mouth of the Yukon. 
Heart disease was given as the cause 
of .the death, but the contributing 
causes were exposure to the intense 
cold, privation, and hard labor. Just 
tire day before he had leaped into the 


waters to rescue a Russian whose 


canoe h capsized. A tablet to his 
memory was placed where the body 
was found. His body was carried by 
faithful Indians to the coast, thence in 
a -ealling vessel to San Francisco, 
thence In another ship around Cape. 
Hern to New York, and thence brought 
to Chicago by train and buried in the 
family burying ground near Arlington 
Heights. 4 

’ Relics in Chicago Fire. 
. "Five years after his death the great 
Chicago fire consumed the academy's 
small building on Wabash avenue, 
destroying the institution’s share of 
Mr. Kennicott’s collections. However, 
a goodly number of his specimens 
exist today in the Smithsonian insti- 
tution in Washington. 

Mr. Kennicott was the first Amer- 
ican to penetrate the then unexplored 
regions of northern Alaska, at that 
time Russian territory. He was only 
24. years old when he made his first 
trip to that area In the irterest of 
natural science. This was combined 
with an expedition to arctic Canada 
under the auspices of the Smithsonian 
institution and the Audubon club of 
Chicago. He was only 31 years old 
when death ended his career. 


; His Last Trip. 

In 1866 when he left this country 
on. his last trip he was selected chief 
naturalist of an expedition to Alaska 
for a survey to laying a telegraph line 
to connect Siberia with America. The 
natural history work was under the 
direction of the Smithsonian institu- 
tion and the Chicago Academy of Sci- 
ences. Mr. Kennicott was given the 
post because he was the only Ameri- 
can naturalist who had any knowledge 
of the region. While in Alaska he 
selection as the 
firat director of the academy, of which 
he’ was ohe of the founders. He was 
thé discoverer of Kennicott mountain. 

Mr, Kennicott was noted also for 
his natural history accomplishments. 
in “the Chicago area. He was one of 
thé frst naturalists to work in this 
region, and his books on the subject 
were among the earliest published. 
His collections included many un- 
known birds of North America. One 
Alaskan bird, now known as Kenni- 
cott's warbler, was named after him. 


The Museum Exhibit. 

The Kennicott memoria! exhibit at 
the museum includes Carolina paro- 
queta, Similar to ones taken by the 
doctor in the Chicago region, but now 
practically extinct; an Eskimo curlew, 
on® of the rarest of North American 
species to be found in museums, but 
recorded by Mr. Kennicott as common
